and ‘also because of his charm of personality. Hongkong will 
deeply regret his transfer, whilst ‘at_the same time congratu- 
lating him on his promotion, The Governorship of Ceylon, to 
which ho has been appointed, is considered the “plum” of the 
Colonial Governorships. It carries a salary ot £8,000 per annum, 
compared with £7,000 for the Governorship of Hongkong. Not

STANLEY INSTITUTION 


His Execllency the Governor, Slr 
Andrew Caldecott, yesterday {nspect- 
ed the new gaol at Stuniey, where. the 
huge white building threw open 
hospitable doors probably for the 
vwnly time during the existence {t now 
commences, $ . 


During a thorough round of the 
wards, workshops and quarters, the 
huge throng of visitors found much’ 
to interest them, and there were the 


‘usual jocular remarks, supported on 


this occaslon by several incidents.’ 
His Excellency had the misfortune 
to scald slightly his right hand near 
the wrist, and was treated by Dr. G, I. 
Shaw,. Medical Officer of = Victorin 
The Governor's’ A.D.C., Capt. 
W. J. oR. Cragg, found himself 
temporarily locked in Cell No, 3, and 
Mr. G. P. de Martin was in a similar 
plight in Cell 82, through. the 
automatle device on the doors. 


The Iinspectlon was tlmed for 4 
Pp.m., and when the Governor drove 
up, he was greeted by the Superin- 
tendent, Mr. J. W. Eranks, and the 
Assistant Superintendent; Mr, F. A. 
Hopkins, The European and Indlan 
Warders formed a Guard of Honour, 
ond some were then detniled to es+ 
cort parties round the buildings and 
explain the routine. 

Ws Excellency, the G.O.C., Major 
Gencral A. W. Bartholomew, 
among the visitors, who included 
Legislative Councillors and thelr 
Indies and a body of other residents 
of all nationalities who were in- 
terested in the modern gaol.

Modern Gaol Building - 


« Embodying many of the Intest ideas 
in penitentiary construction, Hong- 
kong's new prison on Stanley 
Peninsula will eliminate the over- 
crowding existing in the old Victoria 
Guol and will provide hyglenic ac- 
commodation for many convicts for 
many years to come. Only a few 
finishing touches yet remain’ to be 
made to complete the .construction, 
but as most of the cell blocks are 
finished, . it Is expected that the 
transfer of prisoners will’ begin al-= 
most immediately.

Ford and Wong Oi-kut. 

Mr. WiNams said the complainant, 
Ngal Kwal-hing was 24 years of age 
and was the son of an owner of no 
vegetable stall in. Waterloo Road. He 
was a student In Canton and had 
come down obout three weeks before 
the dny of the incident, Decembar 18, 
to assist his father In collecting ac- 
counts: About 4 p.m. on the day in 
question he went out to collect vari- 
ous sums from stall-holders who owed 
his fa-her money, carrying with him 
a canvas bag. After he had collected 
$19.28) he returned to his father's 
stall, but on turning round the corner 
of Arran Street, he was set upon by 
a oman who came up from behind. 
At the yame tme, another man,-the 
accused, came up from his Ieft side 
and attenmppted to snatch the canvas 
bag from him, Ngat struggled with 
his assailants, and accused struck hin 
on the left arm, apparently with the 
intention of forcing, him to Jet go bls 
hold on the big, 

Finding thit they could not snatch 
the bag, the men attempted to run 
away. Accused was chased by com- 
plainant and after running a short 
distance, he was arrested by a Chinese 
constable, 

When formally charged, accused 
raid he assaulted complalnant‘on the 
Instructlons of u man ‘named Lam 
Shi who promised him $3 for doing: 
so, He denied he had intended to 
rob comphunant, 

Complainant gave evidence, cor- 
roboruting: what counsel had_ sald, 
after which Nyan Kwok-ping, the 
father, testified that he had never 
seen recused before. 

After: formal evidence hid been 
riven by Liu Sing, Constable C38, 
whe arrested accused, Inspector A. H. 
Elston, and Leung Kin-wing, Police 
interpreter, prisoner made a. state- 
ment from the dock, reiterating what 
he had said ot the Police Station.

CAN HONGKONG HELP? 
A SUGGESTION 


TIVHERE appears to be a con- 

siderable amount of dithor- 
ing existent.in the’ realm of 
Shanghai hockey. The question 
is whether the northerners can 
send: women’s hockey Interport 
team. to Hongkong next month. 
If it was purely a matter of 
getting: together a team thore 
would be no problem. Money is 
the factor creating doubts as to 
whether or not there will be a 
women’s Interport this season. 
There is, apparently; a number 
of. contributing factors to this 
position. The Shanghai Ladies 
Hockey Association, newly con- 
stituted and therefore by no 
means richly  entlowed - with 
dollars and cents, suffered a big 
disappointment financially over 
Hongkong’s visit last year. Bad 
weather kept down the at- 
tendances at the various 
matches while the profit an- 
ticipated from the Interport 
dinner could not be realised as. 
circumstances caused the aban- 
donment of that’ function. 
Thus, at the end of the Inter- 
port, Shanghai found themselves 
out of pocket, rather than en- 
joying the fruite of the event 


which should have been a sutis-| 


factory lining for a comfortable 
bank balanc>.'

CCORDING to the Shanghai 

Times, hockey circles up there 
have divided into two sharply defined 
camps,’ One ‘insists that the Inter- 
port will take place next month 
whether or not money is forthcoming

Can Colony Help ? 


NE wonders whether In a problem 

of this nature, Hongkong could 

not make some’ helpful gesture. 
Could [t not, for example, offer ten 
per cent, of gate receipts from the 
matches to be played here during 
Chinese New Year, If it was found 
that Shanghai cannot realise its 
$1,000 appeal?’ I presume there will 
be admission charges to the, Interport 
ond other matches, for this scems to 
be the only method by which. the 
Hongkong Ladies Hockey Association 
¢un recoup any of its outlay on the 
Colony's visit to Shanghal a year ago. 
That being so there scems to be no 
very valid reason avhy Hongkong, as 
a gesture of goodwill, and in an ecf- 
fort to keep alive the highly desirable 
contesis between the two ports, 
should not offer to share in propor- 
tion, the monies recelyed from’ the 
Interport series here next month.

They also occur often
